Helps Arouse 
Region: 



Ottawa — ■ (Special) — During 
the Second -World War the Japa- 
nese broke the power of the 'white 
race in Asia and whether or not 
the native popuiatiori helped^ the 
Japanese, the feeling of national- 
ism had Increased, Ronald Grant- 
ham, editorial , writer of The Otla- 
wa Citizen told Carleton College 
students in an address entltltd 
"Ferment In South-east Asia." His 
address was one of a series of lec- 
tures on "History in the Making," 
sponsored by the Ottawa branch of 
the United Nations Association. 

Once having felt . Independence. 
Asiatics were not prone to give It 
up again, Grantham declared. 
Speaking on the current situation in 
tha Dutch Pacific colonies, he out- 
lined tbij'.reMona'^îijehjwlî the re 
volution In the DutcHi Éaat Indies. 
He said that with the spread of the 
white clvillitatlon iii the Pacific, the 
Introductldn of books,. the radio and 
other new Ideas, the native popula- 
tion wanted a stronger voice in the 
operation of its own country.','^ 
. Stating that most of the Far^Bast 
was politically Soclallatic; *-Mri 
Grantham; jjplnted oiit the various 
reasons for-thli policy.- Among these 
was the général reaction of the na- 
tive population to Western Capital- 
ism and Influence of Russia on the 
minds of the people. The Eastern 
civilization, he said, was one of 
old societies, commtinal life, group 
Ideas and group rights. For' this 
reason It leaned <o- a Socialist pol- 
itical policy.

Naturally the thoiight "il cannol happen to 
mc" occurs to everyone. But it needs to happen 
only once.. The newspapers recently, reported 
the case of- an injured man who needed a spccia 
blood grouping for a transfusion. When a nurse 
obtained a bottle of the precious fluid she noted 
that it had originally been -contributed by the 
injured man a short time bcforel 

Although the Red Cross didn't start recording 
donors by their faculty until noon yesterday, 
the record showed the artsmen ahead of all oth 
er campus types — including the engineers who 
vowed they'd outdo all other faculties. 

Many students probably are putting off their 
donation just as they put off studying, which 
they likewise realize is important.. To make the 
drive successful, therefore, the executives of the 
various campus groups will have to stage a little 
drive of their own — arranging special times for 
their groups to contribute; McGill can and must 
do better. C. K.
